“ Methadone now appears to 
be an ever-increasing drug of 
choice,” said Frank G. Pappas, 
director of bureau activities in 
California, Nevada and Hawaii. 
“ Division of clinic nvethadone 
generally results from issuing 
take-home doses for too great a

and

concentrations,’

told the Senate Judiciary Com 
m i 11 e e ' 8 subcommittee in­ 
vestigating juvenile delincjuen 
cy. 
Pappas said an addict “ may 
require only a fraction of the 
issued drug for his needs and 
is, therefore, free to sell th£ re­ 
mainder.”

If there is one common endeavor in 
which nations of different economic and 
political systems ought to be able to 
cooperate, it is working toward a bet­ 
ter understanding of the weather. The 
United States and the Soviet Union 
have hastened to put together such a 
cooperative effort, in the wake of the 
accord signed by President Nix on and 
the Kremlin leaders in Moscow. 
A regular ex change of satellite pho­ 
tos and other data is underway be­ 
tween Moscow and Washington. The ex ­ 
changes complement one another. The 
higher flying U.S. satellites cover a 
wide ex panse of weather penomenon; 
the lower-orbiting Soviet satellites fill 
in the details. 


Between them they provide a pano­ 
ramic view of cloud formations and 
turbulences which could only be gath­ 
ered in small pieces from other sources. 
More accurate forecasts and longer- 
range forecasting are the ex pected re­ 
sults. 
Scientists ol other disciplines also 
are stepping up their ex changes with 
Soviet counterparts. Teams represent­ 
ing the space programs of the two na­ 
tions have begun correlating efforts 
which will culminate in the coupling 
of a Soyez space ship and an Apollo 
command module in 19 7 5. That is the 
future. 
The joint weather research venture 
is underway now.

The turkey which will appear on 
Thanksgiving tables is a domesticated 
variety of the native wild 
turkey. 
Though thoroughly American, the bird 
acquired a name indicating a foreign 
origin. The gobbler was once mistaken­ 
ly identified with the guinea cock, a 
bird imported from Africa by way of 
Turkey. 
Many popular fruits, vegetables and 
meats were first enjoyed abroad. The 
chicken comes from India, the cabbage 
from Asia Minor or thereabouts, the 
peach from China and the watermelon 
from Africa. 
But the turkey, the cranberry and the 
pumpkin have thoroughly American 


pedigrees. Indians ate wild turkey, 
cranberries and pumpkin before the 
first European colonists arrived. 
Though historians doubt that cran­ 
berry sauce and pumpkin pie were 
on the 1621 menu, turkey most certain­ 
ly was. 
Among other 
f o o d s familiar as 
Thanksgiving feasts, corn, sweet pota­ 
toes, lima beans, squash and garden 
peppers can claim American origin, 
though some first grew in South Ame- 
ica rather than North America. Most 
of the ingredients of the Thanksgiving 
feast are as American as the event it­ 
self.

If there is one common endeavor in 
which nations of different economic and 
political systems ought to be able to 
cooperate, it is working toward a bet­ 
ter understanding of the weather. The 
United States and the Soviet Union 
have hastened to put together such a 
cooperative effort, in the wake of the 
accord signed by President Nixon and 
the Kremlin leaders in Moscow. 
A regular exchange of satellite pho­ 
tos and other data is underway be­ 
tween Moscow and Washington. The ex­ 
changes complement one another. The 
higher flying U.S. satellites cover a 
wide expanse of weather penomenon: 
the lower-orbiting Soviet satellites fill 
in the details. 


Between them they provide a pano­ 
ramic view of cloud formations and 
turbulences which could only be gath­ 
ered in small pieces from other sources. 
More accurate forecasts and longer- 
range forecasting are the expected re­ 
sults. 
Scientists of other disciplines also 
are stepping up their exchanges with 
Soviet counterparts. Teams represent­ 
ing the space programs of the two na­ 
tions have begun correlating efforts 
which will culminate in the coupling 
of a Sovez space ship and an Apollo 
command module in 1975. That is the 
future. 
The joint weather research venture 
is underway now.

The turkey which will appear on 
Thanksgiving tables is a domesticated 
variety of the native 
wild 
turkey. 
Though thoroughly American, the bird 
acquired a name indicating a foreign 
origin. The gobbler was once mistaken­ 
ly identified with the guinea cock, a 
bird imported from Africa by way of 
Turkey. 
Many popular fruits, vegetables and 
meats were first enjoyed abroad. The 
chicken comes from India, the cabbage 
from Asia Minor or thereabouts, the 
peach from China and the watermelon 
from Africa. 
But the turkey, the cranberry and the 
pumpkin have thoroughly American 


pedigrees. Indians ate wild turkey, 
cranberries and pumpkin before the 
first European colonists arrived. 
Though historians doubt that cran­ 
berry sauce and pumpkin pie were 
on the 1621 menu, turkey most certain­ 
ly was. 
Among other f o o d s familiar as 
Thanksgiving feasts, corn, sweet pota­ 
toes, lima beans, squash and garden 
peppers can claim American origin, 
though some first grew in South Ame- 
ica rather than North America. Most 
of the ingredients of the Thanksgiving 
feast are as American as the event it­ 
self.

— The three men who hijacked 
a Southern Airways jetliner of­ 
fered 
some 
of their 
ransom 
money in an attempt to get Cu­ 
ban Prime Minister Fidel Cas­ 
tro to come to their aid, says a 
man w-ho was aboard the pi­ 
rated plane. 
“ They kept asking for Castro 
to come talk to them,” said Lu­ 
ther Waller Jr., referring to the 
first time the hijacked DC9 ar­ 
rived at the Havana airport. 
But 
Waller »aid 
Monday It 
was his impression that Cuban 
officials 
refused 
to 
negotiate 
and offered only to “ see that 
justice is done" if the three 
would 
give them solve* up to 
Cuban authorities. 
The 
Montgomery 
resident 
said his impressions were gath­ 
ered from listening to the hi­ 
jackers* 
conversations 
and 
from word be picked up second­ 
hand In the cabin of the plane. 
He said he could not directly 
hear the attempted negotiations 
which he said went on between 
the plane’s cockpit and tin* Ha 
vana airport landing tower. 
However, he said he knew un­ 
equivocally that the three men 
“ tried to strike

Service said Tuesday harvest­ 
ing of soybeans and corn is 
running three to four weeks be­ 
hind schedule. 
During the past two weeks 
there were only three and a 
half days favorable for field 
work, it said, and muddy condi­ 
tions now have prevented har­ 
vesting rigs from doing their 
work in many fields. 
Only about 40 per cent of 
Ohio’s soybean crop has been 
harvested, compared to a five- 
year average of 90 per cent at 
this time of the year. The Ohio 
Farm Bureau estimated the un­ 
harvested crop is worth $17?
